The rep ort Is a 
u nanimou s one, all the members of the 
commission having signed it excep t Col­ 
onel Sexton, whose death occurred Feb. 
4. 
At its close it says; "It is with p ro­ 
found regret that the commission re­ 
p orts that du ring its later session Col­ 
onel James A Sexton was p revented by 
sickness from being p resent and on the 
4th day of Febru ary our loved colleague 
closed an honored and active life." The 
rep ort is a voluminous document con­ 
taining abou t 65.000 words. 
An official 
abstract 
containing 
several 
columns 
was given the p ress for p ublication. 
No Proof of Corru p t ion. 
After recou nting its organization, etc 
the commission says; 
"Any charge of corrup tion or intimi­ 
dation, of frau d or brila ry, in connection 
with the letting of contracts, even a 
hint of wrong-doing, has been carefully 
investigated. It may be said now, at the 
beginning of this rep ort, that there has 
been no evidence before us that any one 
in or connected with the war dep artment 
has dishonestly received a dollar. 
We 
ha\ e made p ersistent efforts to secure 
the attendance of 
p ersons 
to 
whose 
names ru mor had attached an allegation 
that they knew of corru p tion of officials 
in the war dep artment, but these men 
have either denied the statements a t ­ 
tribu ted to them or have maintained 
silence when invited to tell what they 
knew.” 
Before p roceeding to a sp ed fir 
de­ 
scrip tion of the conduct and m anage­ 
ment of the war the rep ort gives com­ 
ment and suggestions tou ching certain 
m atters which came under consideration 
as a logical consequent-.' of the inqu iry 
p u rsu ed by the commission. 
Resp onse Was P ro m p t. 
The rep ort then takes up the war de­ 
p artment and its various chiefs of su b­ 
divisions, beginning with the secretary 
of war. 
"The records of the war de­ 
p artment, which have been laid before 
us, show that the secretary of war ex­ 
tended to all chiefs of bu reau s cordial 
and full su p p ort, 
and 
p romp tly 
re­ 
sp onded to every p rop er demand made 
up on him by commanding officers. 
No 
testimony has been p resented showing 
intentional neglect of du ty nor any a t ­ 
temp t to serve p ersonal 
ntcrests. 
The 
charges made that the secretary of war 
was p ecu niarily interested in contracts, 
p u rchases and other transactions of the 
w a r dep artment have been thoroughly 
examined and found baseless. 
Grasp of the Situation Larking. 
Tn the ju dgment of the commission 
there was lacking in the general adm in­ 
istration of the war dep artment during 
the continu ance of the war with Sp ain 
that comp lete grasp of the situ ation 
which was essential to the highest ef­ 
ficiency and discip line of the arm y.”

Fro m the Bureau Co unty Republican 
we learn that a trio o f traveling

and 
succeeded in victimizing fo rty 
Princeto n wo men to the ex tent o f three 
do llars each.

Tli*. old At nil Old Not (Mend With 
Vhrnlium Lincoln In Vntn. 


Lolonel Koch of Chicago, a veteran 
of the civ il war, tells an anecdote in 
the life of Abraham Lincoln as related 
to him by Schuy ler Colfax. 
One day , on his wav to the executiv e 
mansion, ( olfax came upon an old man 
just outside the capitol grounds, look­ 
ing m dejected and miserable that the 
genial speaker stopped and spoke to 
him. 
The old man begged for aid in 
getting an audience with the president 
as so far all his efforts had been un­ 
av ailing— ami added that it was a ease 
of life and death. Colfax, moved by the 
old man's distress, brought him, trem­ 
bling with conflicting hope and fear, 
directly into the great and kindly pres­ 
ence. \\ ithout wasting a moment upon 
preliminaries, the petitioner plunged in­ 
to the heart of his trouble—-an old story 
now grown sadly familiar to the presi­ 
dent’s ear. 
Briefly , his son had been 
sentenced to death for hav ing slept at 
his post. 
He had relieved a sick com ­ 
rade the night before, and overworn 
nature had succumbed. 
Lincoln listen­ 
ed, all the kindness of his great heart 
reflected in his ey es, but he had already 
issued so many pardons for this offense 
that it was beginning to hav e a de­ 
moralizing influence upon a most im 
portant part of the service, and con­ 
gress had thought best to giv e the pow ­ 
er of confirming the death sentence di- 
teetly to the generals in charge. In this 
particular case, too, Butler had written 
the president strenuously urging him to 
turn a deaf ear to any one pleading for 
the offender’s pardon, ms the discipline 
!,f his army absolutely required an ex 
ample.
